at St. 
Ignatius’ church, Buchanan 
Valley, 
causing much sorrow and 
alarm among the people of that section 
who believed that the body of Father 
Monaghan was in the foins. 
They 
continued under that impression until 
about eight o’clock 
in the morning 
when be returned from 
the home of 
John Irwin 
where he bad been called 
Saturday evening on account of the 
illness of John Allen. 
The fire, the origin of which 
is a 
mystery, 
was 
discovered 
between 
twelve and one o’clock Sunday morning 
by Daniel Baker. 
He quickly aroused 
Mr. Strashaugh and other* who live 
nearby and it was a few minutes until 
quite a number of the residents of the 
Valley had reached 
the scene. 
The 
blase bad gained too greet headway by 
this time to save the parish house and 
they at once directed their efforts to 
save the church. 
This building 
is situated only a 
few yards away and it was with diffi­ 
culty that it was saved. 
The fire fighters dashed water against 
the walla and by vigorous efforts contin 
sd the blsze to the pariah house. Tbs 
fact that both buildings were of brick 
"helped largely to prevent the fire from 
spreading. 
During the progress of the fire and 
afterward it was believed that Father 
Monaghan was in the building when ii 
started and as he was nowhere to be 
found it waa generally felt that his 
charred body was somewhere in the 
ruins. 
The fire was anti rely Joo large 
to allow of any'attempt at rescue work 
and the residents and parishioner* bad 
to wait until morning to make a 
search for the body. 
Then it was that 
the piiest returned from his sick call 
and there was general rejoicing amang 
A e people who bed mourned bis sup 
posed tragic end. 
Them ie no theory, whatever, ae to 
the origin of the fire and it will likely 
never be solved. 
The parish bouse 
was completely furnished end contained 
among other things the pew 
rent ac­ 
counts which were destroyed 
in the 
flames. 
The building wa* a sub*tan 
tial brick strocture'built about ten years 
ago. 
The loss is partially covered by 
insurance.

Mountain fires north and south o f1 
Gettysburg Saturday night and Sunday 
burned over a large territory and cann­ 
ed such den«e smoke that its presence 
in the atmosphere here was vary evi­ 
dent. 
Small particles from one of the 
fires were carried a* far as Gettysburg 
Saturday evening and the air contain­ 
ed a quantity of churred bits carried 
twenty mile* or more from a biune 
near Pine Grove Furnace. 
The most 
severo 
of tbs 
tires 
started near Pine Grove and is said to 
have caught from rubbish which was 
being burned there, the blaze spread­ 
ing and getting beyond control. 
The 
flames swept along rapidly through the 
dry timber and burned their way for 
six miles over Piney Mountain. 
The 
fire burned ail Saturday night and it 
was not until Sunday morning that 
the people of the section over which it 
spread succeeded in getting it under 
control. 
Valuable timberland 
was 
destroyed, the fire taking in a territory 
not visited by the destructive fires of 
last year. 
The land is owred by the 
Pine Grove Furnace proprietors and 
others. The smoke from this fire could 
lie seen plainly from the north end of 
town and lute at night the red glare 
was visible along the horizon, 
Sunday there was a fire on the 
mountain 
tietween 
Fairfield 
ami 
Emmitsburg but it'was of much small­ 
er proportions and covered a territory 
proliably not more than a mile Rqutire. 
The smoke from this was visible from 
towns in the western part of 
the 
county. 
Sunday morning fire of unknown 
origin burned over

near Idaville taking in four or five 
acre* and covering territory which

Whites and Negroes Clash at 


Seaford, Del 


WOMEN 
WERE 
INSULTED 


Colored Men Pushed Them Into the 
Street and Fight Which Followed 
Soon Drew rn Mob. 


Seaford, Del., May 8 .- ^ repetition 
of the recent fatal race riot at Laurel, 
Del., was avoided here by the arrival 
of police, constables and a dozen men 
•worn In as special o;cers, who dis­ 
persed an angered mob, which threat­ 
ened to attack the colored residents 
of the town and drive them out. 
The trouble started as hundreds of 
persons, mostly women and children, 
were 
leaving 
W right's Auditorium. 
Several colored men took places on 
an opposite com er and aa the women 
came up, either stepped In front of 
them or elbowed them off the side­ 
walk Into the street. 
Leonard Hatfield resented these tac­ 
tics and rebuked several of the col­ 
ored men, who- became Insolent and 
told him that they would do as they 
pleased. Hatfield knocked one of the 
colored men, Harry BlocksOn. down 
with a blow of his fist. Other colored 
men took up the fight and Hatfield 
knocked another one down, this time 
with a stone. The blow rendered the 
colored man unconscious. 
Small boys on the street, seeing the 
fracas, 
immediately started to run 
every colored man seen out of the 
town. 
They cried: “Race riot," “Get 
your guns," “Kill them,” "They can’t 
do in Seaford aa they did in Laurel,” 
and other phrases, calculated to stir 
up trouble. 
Women screamed, and for a time 
grave trouble appeared imminent, but 
tLe police arrived and arrested the col­ 
ored men and Hatfield. All were tak­ 
en before Mayor John P. Dulaney and 
fined $5 each. 
Hatfield objected to paying the fine, 
declaring that he was protecting the 
white women, and the mob demanded 
that tile fine be remitted and the col­ 
ored men held for court. 
The fines 
were paid later. 
In the company of officers the col­ 
ored men were led out of town, with 
hundreds of the young men at their 
heels, vowing vengeance. It was not 
until late in the morning that quiet 
was restored and at several times it 
was feared that rioting would break 
out with a concerted attack on the 
colored section of the town. 


WHISKY THIEVES’ UNDOING 


Gang Robbed Freight Station and Got 
Drunk on Loot 
Somerville, N. J., May 8.—A case of 
whisky was the undoing of a gang of 
thieves who broke into the freight 
station of the Central Railroad of Nee 
Jersey at Bound Brook and carried of! 
a lot of merchandise. 
County Detective Totten and two 
deputies who took up the trail of the 
robbers found four members of the 
gang helplessly drunk In a woods near 
Middlebrook, about a mile from tile 
scene of the robbery. The thieves still 
had in their possession several bot­ 
tles of the whisky stolen from the sta 
lion. 
It Is believed that they buried moat 
of the loot taken from the station in 
the woods before they became Intoxi­ 
cated. as only a small quantity of it 
was found in their possession, and the 
detectives have been unable to locate 
the remainder Three members of the 
gang, who were still able to run, fled 
at the approach of the detectives and 
have not been captured.

ON TO MEXICO CITY 


Madera's Ineurrectoa to March Against 
Capital. 
El Paso, Tex., May 8 —-There will 
ba no attack 
on 
Juaret. 
Mexican 
peace 
negotiations will not be re­ 
sumed. 
Madero’s in su rrect army la 
to march against Mexico City, with 
the idea of capturing the Mexican 
capital. 
This is the gist of a statement from 
Francisco I. Madera, provisional pres 
Ident of Mexico, issued to his army. 
When asked if he had made a state­ 
ment that if the federal peace com­ 
missioner asked that peace negotia­ 
tions be reopened he would reopen 
them, Madera said: ”1 have made no 
such statement and will make none to 
that effect. I have received a request 
to make the 
National 
railway line 
from Ladera to Mexico City a neutral, 
provided 
no 
arms, ammunition or 
troops are transported on the line. 
I 
am considering it and hava arrived at 
no conclusion yet.” 
The atatement to bls troops follows: 
“To the army of liberation—^When 
you were invited to come and take 
the important city of Juaret you ail 
responded with a cry of enthusiasm. I 
know that your efforts would have 
proved 
irresistible 
and 
that 
very 
quickly this city would have fallen into 
our hands, but ainee arriving at the 
border I have received knowledge that 
when our brothers took another town, 
which is also on the international line 
of the United State*, the bullate of 
those fighting fell onto American ter­ 
ritory laid claimed many victims. 
“This brought diplomatic complica­ 
tions which would be inevitable lf an 
attack were made on Juarez and might 
bring about very serious complications 
with a nation which has often given 
us proofs of its friendship, and it de­ 
volves upon us to sacrifice this Im­ 
mense military advantage which would 
result in the taking of Juarez, which 
would probably result in an interna­ 
tional conflict 
“I understand the immense sacrifice 
which we make in thla. Our field offi­ 
cers, especially our general, have man­ 
ifested to me with great Insistence 
their desire to take the city at hand 
or to sacrifice their lives in the at­ 
tempt. 
“General Pasqual Orozco especially, 
who at the last time when he was near 
to the city of Juarez could not attack 
It, considered that it was a military 
obligation. that he should not retire a 
second time without making an as­ 
sault. But, showing an example of pa­ 
triotism and abnegation, with sorrow 
be has joined me in this, hut I promise 
you that which I also promised him. 
which ie that from now on we will 
make a very active campaign which 
will oarry you into many battles where 
you will be able to satisfy your legiti­ 
mate desire of fighting for your coun­ 
try and your ardent wish to cover 
yourselves with glory. 
“In a word, I promise you that we 
will make a triumphal march until we 
arrive at the capital of the republic, 
where you will receive the reward 
which your patriotism and self-sacri­ 
fice have fully earned.” 
Madera bade farewell to the peace 
commlssnonera la hit headquarters.

•w h ile until th e grass gets m ore m a­ 
ture. 
T he g rass in th e early p art of 
th e xeHnon contains a high per cent of 
w ater, and it la alm ost im possible for 
any of th e cow s In th e herd to obtain 
enough n u trim en t from th is grass s t 
th is tim e. 
A fter th e cow s have been on grass 
for a week or ten days It w ill be 
necessary to feed only the best cows. 
As long as th e cow Is producing mil 
over a pound of b u tte r per day It la 
possible for th e necessary feed to tie 
secured from a good pasture. 
A cow 
th a t will produce one to tw o pounds 
o f b u tte r lier day cannot get th e re ­ 
quired n u trim en t from the pastu re 
•lone. 
If the cow s freshen In th e 
late w inter or early spring, they will 
be in th e ir full flow of milk a t tim e 
g rass com es on. 
T heir ration will 
need m ore consideration th a n th e ra ­ 
tion of th e cow s th a t calved in the 
fall. 
As a general thing th e cow s th a t 
calve In the spring will need som e 
grain w hile a t pasture. 
In case th ere 
la not plenty o f p astu re for th e cow s 
It will pay alw ays to feed som ething 
to keep up th e milk flow. 
If the cow s 
are allow ed to fall off in milk flow at 
this tim e, they will not com e back to 
It a t any tim e la ter In th e season 
It Is well to have som e green forage 
crops on hand to supplem ent th e pas­ 
tu re during th e bot sum m er m onths. 
Corn Is tho liest crop for th is purpose 
liecsuse of Its high yield, and It can 
lie grow n alm ost everyw here. 
O ne of the maiu reasons why m any 
cow s are not profitable milk and b u t­ 
ter producers Is th a t they are allow ed 
to freshen In the spring and are not 
fed 
properly 
through 
th e 
sum m er 
w hen tho grass dries up and lieeomes 
unpalatable. 
Cows 
handled 
In 
this 
m anner usually dry up before w inter 
sots In or they are giving a very sm all 
am ount of milk at th e tim e there is 
the greatest dem and for milk and milk 
products. The length of tim e they are 
In milk is thus cu t dow u. and If It 
w ere possible to know the total pro­ 
duction for the period w hile In milk 
they would lie found to be very u n ­ 
profitable.
